ruins. Two others are missing, and in all 
,:■ probability they too have been burned to 
• death. One unfortunate victim was 
smashed to pieces by jumping from a high 
windotr to the strout. Several occupants 
of the burning building in their fright ig- 
nored the fire escapes, and throwing their 
bedding to the pavement, forty feet bo- 
low, jumped from the windows. A num- 
ber of these had their legs and arms 
broken by the fearful leap. The harrow ■ 
iog incident of the calamity was the ap- 
pearanoo" of a youth named Biokefined, 
who, with his little sister under one arm, 
hung suspended from a window for some 
minutes, until the flames surrounded 
him and caused him to lose his hold and 
fall to the ground. He had both his logs 
^ ;.. fractured and the child was also severely 
injured. The intensity of the flames gave 
the building the appearance of a furnace, 
bat this did not deter the firemen from 
their efforts, many of whom entered the 
. house, and by a heroic struggle eucceudod 
in rescuing several persons.

THE NORTHWEST COUNCIL 

A Red Hot Discussion on the 
Reply. 



A Tiolent Scene Between Htlr. 
jac|£soik , and the Lieutcn- 
ant»Govcrucr. 

Rkoina, N. W. T., Deo. 7.— His Elonor 
took the chair at 2:10 p. m. 

On reamuiiig the dubato on the address 
in reply to His Honor's speuoli, iNIr. Per- 
ley in the chair, Mr. Jackaon suid ho 
would occupy the time of the house a few 
momenta in his endeavor to reply to the 
charges brought against him by the lieu- 
^tenae.t-governor on Friday evening. The 
'lieutenant governor had grossly attacked 
him for roa-sons he did not kn(]w, unless 

it WHS to throw tt yliimour OVLT tlui oh(|>rge8 
preferred against him by himself (Mr. 
Jackson), ilo did not refer to "land- 
grabbing," at which thogovernor had been 
so successful. He charged Mr. Dewdney 
with being derelict in his duties, because 
as Iiuliaii conniiissioiier he had a full 
knowloilye of tho half-breed and Indian 
rising, and did not take the proper steps 
to brnig the matter prominently befuro 
the Dominion gnvernmunt. If tho lieu 
tenant-governor's representations were 
not attended to ho cuuld do the manly 
thing— like Mr. Laird — he could resign. 

Uis tloaor — Mr. Laird did not Bdod in 
his resignation. 

Mr. Jackson — I am prepared on oath 
to prove ho did do so. He referred to the 
attempt of Mr. Dewdney to whitewash 
the Domiuion Kovernmentin his (the gov- 
ernor's) speech, and asserted, on the au- 
thority of Dr. Edwards, that it was true 
tho Indian Head Indiatia (tivu of them) 
died of starvation. The Indisns were not 
able to exist on tho rotten pork and mud 
flour doled out to them by the Indian 
agents. 

Uis Honor — J'alael falaell 

Mr. Jackson — I can prove tho matter 
on oath. Ha then stated that unques- 
tionably gross frauds were perpetrated by 
the Indian department on tliu Iiuliaiis in 
the delivery of provisions,- etc. 'J'ho g"v- 
ornor owed it to tho Indians and tho pub- 
lic that that mattet should not bo hushed 
up. / 

His honor — It was not smotherrsd up. 

Mr.Jacdaoii — It wasn't/ Theu how 
were tho parties puniahod I 

His honor — That you'll find out bye 
and bye. 

Mr. Jackson referred to his honor's 
sneer at him as "the halfbreod reproseta- 
tive." He could assure his honor if ho 
(Mr. Dowdnoy) went for election amongst 
tho halfbroeds he would get very fow half- 
breed votes. Few would regret his honor's 
departure from the territories. In fact if 
his honor were driven out of o£Bce he had 
no doubt tho Northwest grievances would 
disappear. 

His honor on rising, said Mr. .lackson 
had at last concluded his siiread-oiif/lo 
address. Ha did not deny that he had 
tread on Mr. Jackson's toes on Friday 
eveninff, and no doubt Mr. Jackson felt it. 
He denied the nrisdom of acting on rum- 
or. If he did do so oven at the present 
day tho halfbreeds and Indians would bo 
kept in a statu of terror. An unusual ex- 
citement was kept up in tho Qu'Appollo 
district during the late rebellion and it 
was only when the soldiers were removed 
that the excitement ceased. Many of the 
exciting rumors were made to get more 
soldiers and more money intc the district. 
A few designing men could ahvays keep 
tho country in u feverish e.^citeniunt. He 
rend extracts from iho letters of Messrs. 
Payiiu, DeUiney and Ballantyne, showing 
that the Indians of Frog Lake, Fort Fitt 
and Eagle Hills were aatistied until a fow 
days before the overt act waa committed. 
Ho dared Air. Jackson to bring his charg- 
es forward befuro a commission. His 
lienor courti'd iho fullsst inquiry, and was 
suro if Mr. J ckdon asked for a Dominion 
commitsion iie would got it without a 
day's delay. Mr. Jackson had fired olf 
his battery so fast that he had not time to 
note his remarks, but on a future day he 
would refer to the points which hatl es- 
caped his memory. 

ilr. Socord said tho council was uot iu a 
position either to prove or disapprove the 
charges brought against tho lieuti.'nant-gov- 
ernor. lie referred to tho dooumentu read 
by bis honor, and concluded by asking the 
connoU to strike out the objectionable 
olauBO then under oonsider'ation. 

Mr. Jully Beooiided Iho motion. He said 
lbs whole- of tho obji.Ltionablo paragraph 
ought to bu struok out. 

Mr. Itoss (Sloosejaw) would like to know 
why Mr. Secord v.anteil that parugra])h 
struck out. Ho would stick to tho clause 
as amended iu cominittoe, but would not 
otijeot to the word "similar" being struck 
out. He iiiada a motion to that etf'ect. 

Mr. Turiff seconded the motion. He un- 
derstood iu committee that there was no 
retlectioii to cast on the Indian department 
or Iijdiau commissioner. 

Mr. Heed would bu prepared to reply tn 
Mr. Jackson at a future date. 

After the remaining clauacs bad boon 
agreed to, Mr. .Tackson asked that tho ad- 
dress bo adopted as a wholo, 

Mr. KoHH secondod the motion. 

Judge llouleau moved an amendment 
that the total address iu reply be rojuutod 
and another substituted. 

Mr. Marshallsay seconded the amend- 
ment. 

A division was taken as follows : 

For the amendment — Itouleau, Richard- 
son, Becd, McLcod, ^larsbnllsay, GeddoB 
anil Colonel Irvine--?. 

AjjuiuHt — Jackson, Hccord, Jelly, Iloss, 
HngliuH, Lord Boyle, Wilson, Cuuniugham, 
Tiuiir and Bedford— 10. 

The amendment vv.i.^ ;iiid the motion 
adopted. 

The following is the clause ou which the 
house divided: "Wu have confidence that 
the policy of tho government, faithfully 
and honestly adhered to, and the carrying 
out of the treaty obligations entered into 
with the various Indian tribes,, together 
with the beneficial uil'ects hoped to bo do- 
rived from tho establishment of schools 
and tho cfibrts of missionaries amongst 
them, will prevent an outbreak in future."

ACCIDENT ON THE C. P. R. 

'The Passenff4>rs. Escape With 
■ * ' Their JLives Only. 

Thermometer Below Zero. 



Toronto, Deo. 7. — The through passen- 
gers east, from Winnipeg, arrived hero 
last night on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way They brought: details of a terrible 
railway accident which happened the train 
by which thoy wero travelling. On Fri- 
day last tho train was running at a fair 
rate of speed. Early in tho morning, 
when nearing Sudbury Junction, oast of 
Port Arthur, the rails loosonod on tho ties 
in some manner and spread, causing the 
train 

TO LEAVK THE TltAUK. 

After running'a short distance the train 
was thrown down an embankmunt, the 
stoves wore overturned and set fire to ali 
tho oars, most of which wero well-filled 
with passengers, many of whom were 
aaleop. All tho passongors escaped with 
their lives, althuugk many wore injured, 
some very seriously, if not fatally burned. 
All the cars relied down the embankment, 
and the whole train is a complete wreck. 
Tho bacgugo and mail car, and one paa~ 
sengor car, wore totally consumed by fire. 
Tho passengers succeeded in putting oiit 
the lire in the other cars. The accident 
happened in ratft^r a desolate part of the 
country. The passengers were unable to 
find a place of shelter, and suffered very 
much f^rom cold. . Men, \ramen and child- 
ren who escaped from their sleispers in 
their night clothes were obliged to remain

for an hour or more. The thermometer 
was below zero at tho time. Thoy woro 
saved from being frozen by .-keeping near 
tho burning wreck till aasistanoe arrived.

TmTfAlTmaLL'S DiaCLOSUliES. 

When the prison doors closed with n 
olnugbchind Stoad and hia follow-con- 

, apirators, we indulged in the hope that 
this country, at leiist, had heard the last 
of the filthy scandal which has- made the 
culprits' names nuturious throughout the 
length and breadth of the civilized world. 
3 his hbpoiwas delusive. A oorrespondont 
in this iaaue revivea the matter and oun- 
demna The Colonid for having deprecated 
thtt conduct of Stoad and his foUow-pria- 
ODors. It may bo stated, howu-oi, as a 
fact that Mr. Justice Lnpos, in auntL-iicint; 
the prisoners, and tho London Tiuiua, in 
commenting on the case, took precisely tho 
ground that The Colonist took, al- 
though we did not have an opportunity of 
reading either until nearly three woelia af 
ter the ponnUy of tlio l.iw had boon pro- 
nounced. Whenihoso pursonally on tho 
apot write and apeak as Mr. Justice Lopes 
and the Times have done it is nut 
strange that a writer ao far removed from 
the scene and unaoquajnted with all tho 
facts should entertain and express the 
same views. Tliut good will result from 
tho Pall Mall (^iinoLto's disclosures' wo 
doubt. Vv'hile on the ono hand society 

' may have derived some advantaf^o from 
the publication, on tho other it has lodt 
more than it gained by tlio wave of ini- 
J. ure literature with which the capital was 
flotded for many days. On this point let 
us quote Mr. Justice Lopes when paasing 
judgiupnt on Stead : " I aui pre))arcd to 
give you credit for i,'nod motives from 
your point of view. Hut at the same time 
I cannot disguise from my mind thut you 
have acted throughout recklessly and 
aoainst the advice of all those whom you 
thought fit to consult. Heliuving in tlio 
existence of the most horrible depr.ivit3', 
it appears to mo that you made statemeuls 
about which, when challenged, you wero 
unable to verify. You then determined 
to verify the truth of your aaaortions by 
an experiment upon a child who was to bo 
bought and subjected to all tliat a ro;\l vic- 
tim would have been, but who was to bo 
rescued before any harm was done. For 
this purpose you selected a person of al- 
leged reformed character, but who to your 
own knowledge had passed a life — an in- 
famous life, I may say — pandering to and 
encouraging tho ver)' sins which you say 
— and I believe you — -you wero anxious to 
suppreaa. You chose your own agent, and, 
as might have been anticipated from her 
antecedents and as you might have known, 
that ggont deceived you. The jury have 
BO found, and so I. believe. Tho result ia 
that your experiment, instead of proving 
that which it wis intended to prove, has 
absolutely and entirely failed, because tho 
jury have affirmed that Eliza Armstrong, 
the girl subjected to that experiment, was 
never bought for immoral purposes at all. 
I regret to aay that you have thought fit 
to publish in the Pall Mall Gazette a dis- 
torted account of the case of Eliza Arm- 
strong, and that j'ou deluged for some 
montha our streets and the whole country 
with an account of tilth which, I fear, 
tainted the minds of the children you were 
BO anxious to protect, and which, I do not 
hesitate to say, his been and ever 
will be a di.sgracu to journalism." 
This is strong language, indeed; but wu 
cannot help saying that the circumstances 
justified it. Ono of tho accusations 
brought by tho Pall Mall Gazette was that 
English mothers svere in tho habit of sell- 
ing their girls for vile purposes; but when 
put to the teat Stead found no mother in 
all London so lost to maternal instincts. 
Thereupon he resorted tostratiigcm. Mrs. 
Jarrett, a horrid old creature who had 
lately joined the san'ntion army, was em- 
ployed to entrap a young girl, under false 
pretences, who after having been subjected 
to an examination, was paraded before 
the "secret commission" aa a girl that her 
mother had sold for £3. Can ''An Eng- 
lishman" connive at such omduct / Can 
he make himself believe that the cud jus- 
tified tho meanaT That fraud, deception 
and outrage are excus.iblo on the ground 
that good is intended / The reckless 
youth who jestingly points a weapon at a 
friend and kills him may escape on the 
plea that "I didn't know-it was loaded 1" 
But Stead failed to get off on any such 
plea. He weakly allowed himaelf to be 
persuaded to do wrong and suffered tlio 
consequences. The London Timea, in 
commenting on the S(!nteric->s,said : 

An attempt is bi^iut; made to get tho 
British public to regard tho .-Vrmstrong case 
as "an isoluteu incident, which for loonth.s 
has diverted attention from the proaecii- 
tion of a great campaign," and to believe 
that the breakdown of tho "Lily" story 
and of Barrett's credibility has no bearing 
on - the truBtwortbiness of the rest of the 
noisome matter on which the pubhc was 
fed during the early weeks of July. But 
the Armatroag taae cannot be regarded ns 
an "isolated incident." It is of tho es- 
sence of the whole indietnioiit again.st fjon- 
don morality. Under itn ulten.-tl iiud liter- 
ary form it wns "por.sonally vouched foi-"

London, Doc. 14. — A rumor is current 
that Vukatic, secretary of the supreme 
court of Montenegro, has informed an in- 
timate frieii'l that a Uusso-Montenegrin 
plot e.xiated to forma Servian state to con- 
sist of Servia, Bosnia, Herzegovina and 
Montenegro; that an aas issiij was hired 
for 4U,U00 roublen to kill King Milan, 
and that hia acoomplioe divulged the 
plot. It is rumored that Vukotic is now 
a volui'let r in tbo Servian army. 

Tho Press association states that it has 
been ollicially informed that tho goverti- 
ineiit will take tho earliest action to as- 
I certain wiiether it enjoys the conlidence 
of tho houao of commons. The cabinet 
had a session of two and a half hours to- 
day, ami decided to meet tho new parlia- 
ment and submit a programme of legisla- 
tion, including a bill dealing wilh tho 
subject of county government in England 
and Ireland. Tho ininisters ware unani- 
mously confidoiit uf whig support. The 
cibinot will re-aaaemble to morrow. 

The cabinet unanimously declined to 
receive or make overturea for an alliance 
with tho Parnollites. 

I.oNDo.v, Dec. IL — Gladstone, as privy 
councillnr,ha;i ->vritte,n to the queen on the 
subject of a parliament for Ireland. The 
Daily Now.-* beliuve.s that Lord Ashburn 
ctuiipiled the aciieme for the Irish homo 
rule, which was approved of by Lord 
Carnarvon, but which was rejected by tho 
rest of the cabinet.

To TiiK Editou: — In your "Weekly" of 
November 27th I notice an answer to a 
correapondunt in regard to tho aiia<>;!- 
sions and tonnage of the Great Eastern, 
and a oompariocn of her tonnage with 
that of Noah's Ark. I think you have 
very much understated tho carrying ca- 
pacity of that first and greatest specimun 
of marine architer'tnrn. Take tho dimen- 
sions of the ark as ^iven in tho Bible, 
viz , IJOO cubits in length, 50 cubits in 
breadth, and 30 cubits in depth, and you 
will find that her earrying capacity was 
very much greater than that of the Great 
Eastern. It has now been definitely 
settled by Prof. Piazzi Smythe, aa the 
result of his researchoa in tho great 
Pyramid uf Egypt, that the sacred cubit 
was equivalent to 25,0'2-3 of our inches, 
80 that tho length of the ark in English 
feet would bo (125. tj:.'o; breadth, 10-1.23; 
depth, 02 075, or thereby within very 
minute fractions. These dimenaiona, us 
compared with thoao of the (.ireal East- 
ern, would give the ark' a tonnage of 
u5,547 tons, nearly.

The Petroleum Find. 

Several gentlemen who have visited tho 
recent diEcovery of crude potroleum in 
the Coniox district with viil o.tporta ar- 
rived in tho city on Saturday last. They 
report as favorable to the preaonco of pu- 
troleum. Dr. G. M. Dawson, geologist, 
took with him to the east a sample for 
analysis, and the result of this is now- 
awaited. There seems to be little doubt 
that tho oil exists there, and only needs a 
test to fully demonstrate tho fact. It ia 
the intention so aoon as ariaiigouients can 
bo completed and a company formed, to 
bore for the oil. The benefit of a pctr<i- 
leum industry on this island would be 
great. A handsome sum ia aniiu;illy piiid 
for coal oil iin[M)rteJ into the Proviuco, 
and local coijaumpiion nf courio would bo 
cheaply supplied. Thoro would idso be a 
large market in the orient, and this could 
be supplied with & ehasper article than 
that sent from eastern American points. 
Petroleum is also being introduced for 
fuel, and this too would provide a market 
for tho aarao product. 

The only cause for dfiay in thoroughly 
testing the discovery is the lack of capital, 
and it is hoped th> '. sufHcient can be se 
cured to bore a/weli. This would finally 
assure the presence of the hidden product, 
and it would need no further inducement 
to fOrnish all the capital required to estab- 
lish the industry of saving and purifying 
the oil for lighting purposes. 

Albernl AHiilrs. 

Mr. Winstone, who arrived from Al- 
berni on Saturday, takes exception to thu 
general utility of the new Alberni trail to 
Sproat lake — referred to in Sunday morn- 
ing's issue. The trail has beon built in a 
oircuitoua way, in order to^ll at a number 
of holdings between the^..!^HIage and the 
lake, ana.it is thought tharthe old mad 
should have been placed in Order, which 
would allow teaming from tho head of tho 
arm to the lake sottluments. This could 
have been done fur the amount that was 
expended on the trail and would have 
been more direct, thu trail being fully 
twice as loni; ai the road. This latter la 
covered with fallen timber and brush, 
which if removed, would alio* of heavy 
teaming a C(jnsidcrably che.iper mi)de of 
freighting than at present. Indians for 
packing have to be paid §1 per hundrt^d 
pounds from the settlement to the l»ke, 
while teaming would cost but $3 per 1000 
pounds.

.Dedication' SeCTlces' Of tlie"'Cal- 
vary Baptist Cliurcli. 

The chasto and attractive church edifice 
which during tho past few months has 
been assuming the proportions of grace 
and stability, was formally opened for 
divine worship last Sunday, This event 
will ever be regarded as a memorable 
epooh in the history'of the Calvary Bap- 
tist church, for on that day appeared the 
rich fruitage of labor, faith and sacrifice. 
Tho mourning service was marked by a 
reverential joyousneBs, and tho large 
audience participated in the exorcises 
most heartily. The following miniatora 
came from abroad to aasiat the paator in 
the dedisation ceremonies: Rev. B. Len- 
nie, New Westminster; Rev. A. B Banks, 
Seattle; Rev. J. Q A. Henry, Portland; 
Rev. J. C. Baker, Salem. As these breth- 
ren look their places upon tho platform 
thu inajestit} atraina of the di:dication 
aiitheiu burst forth from the choir uiider 
thu direction of Mr. Jaa. Millar. Then, 
the whole congregation rising, there re- 
sounded the solemn swoet melody of Old 
Hundred as thoy sang "Praiso God from 
wliiim all blcsainga fl nv." After the in- 
vocuion, scripture reidmg, and hymn, a 
powurfol and impressive dedication ser- 
mun was preaihod by the Rov. J. Q. A. 
Henry, the beloved young pastor of the 
Portland Baptist qhuroh. The sermon 
waa moulded in an analogical form, tho 
speaker showing how the laraeliliah cities 
of refiigo were symbulical of tho rofn^'^ 
foiin'l in God unil li: IIis church. At tho 
cloaij of his eloquent oxteuiporanuoi.l.'J dis- 
courso, tho preacher made a forventappeal 
for pledges sutHcient to cancel thu indobt- 
edneaa on the church building proper, so 
that in the dedicatory prayer an niiin- 
cumbored edifice could bo presented to 
God for his acceptance. Success signally 
crowned the speaker's zoal, so that tlio 
coiigrei'ation aeparated happy m the 
'hduyht of a chapel free from debt. 

A gniid congregation was present at tho 
afternoon service, and on tho platform 
were seated Revs. Porcival, Fraaer and 
Diiwlor of thia city. Tho paator, Rev. 
Walter Baras, read an historicisl account 
of tho Baptiat interest in V ictoria, of 
which wo give a brief reaunio: 

In Deo, 1874, just eleven years, the Bap- 
tist causiln Victoria aasuiueda vi;iblcform- 
A' that time Mr. A. |L'lyde c iino from 
Stratford, Ont., and sought out the few 
Baptiats who mot from time to lime in 
eaeh other's houses for prayer and exhort- 
ation, Tho little flook soon decided to 
secure a minister, and on the fidlowing 
March Mr. Carnis, of Woo'lRtnek, Ont , 
was settled over there. On May Sd, 
187C, fciurtenii brethren met and ori;an- 
ized themselves into a regular B-iptist 
church. Seveu of the coustituont mem- 
bers are now members of tho Calvary 
church, viz : Breihren Clyde, Biship, 
Bally and Slugyet and siiitei* t'lycie, 
Bally aiut Pai;e. E irly in Juiui it was 
decided to purchase a lot mi Pandora 
street, valued al §150, and erect 
thereon a chapel 36x50. Those arrange- 
ments were carried out, funds being bor- 
rowed for that purpose, and early in 
.lanuary 1877, tho Baptist chapel (now 
known as 'I'emperanco hall) was opened 
for worship. A few weeks later the Rev. 
J. C. Baker assisted tho pastor in evan- 
gelistic Iservices for sixteen nights, as a 
result of which their numbers were con- 
siderably increased. It waa at this tiiiiu 
(Feb. 19, 1.S77) that & baptl.nn by immer- 
sion was first witnessed in Victoria, at 
which solemn service T)u' Colonist of that 
date says: ''Strong men were soon weep- 
ing, and a deep impression was made 
upon tho whole coiigiegntion." After 
Mr. Cirnes had removed, the paitcral 
otiiee was tillod aunces-.ivoly by Reverends 
.1 H. Teele, George Evortun and Joaei h 
Beaven. Early in June, 1883, just as 
Mr. Beaven was about leaving, the 
long dreaded blow suddenly fell : 
tho mortgfltgiR was foreclosed; the 
chapel, child of many prayers, tears and 
struggles, passed into other hands; tho 
chnrob was homeless. Almost paralyzed 
by this shock, tho sorrowing mombors dis- 
banded on June 30, and ilie First rhiirch 
^vas no more. But even in hor death there 
was tho promise and potoney of life, and 
on tho third day sbo rose again from the 
ashes of shattered hopes, re.solved to at- 
tempt great things for God and to exj)oet 
great things from God. Thus on 
Juue 5, iy85, 23 brethren reorgan- 
ized under the name of tho Calvary 
Baptist church, on the broad Christian 
basis that "no distinction shall ever be 
in respect to race, color or class." Tho 
next October finds them possessing a build- 
ing site on Herald street; and on the fol- 
lowing February (lH8t), uiub^r tlie promise 
of liberal fii aneial assistance from tho 
American Homo Mission society, they 
called to tho pastorate ilr. Walter Barns, 
of Wolfvillo, Nova Scotia, then a student 
in Boohoater, N. Y. 'ilr. Barss uecopted 
the call and entered upon his labors in Sep- 
tember, 188'1. Since that dato tho litlle 
flock has been richly blessed uumorically, 
flnanoially and spiritually! so that to-day 
the homeless, pastorless 27 of a yoar and 
a half ago are now increased to (il and are 
enabled to hear tho Gospel from tho lips of 
their own "under shepherd" in a church- 
house of their own — a record of divine 
mercy that suroly calls for the deepest grat- 
itude. 

Congratulatory letters were read from 
Kevii. Bishop Cridgo and D. J. Pierce, Su- 
ttttlo; and A. P. Graves, New York. Thou 
each of the visiting city postors gave brief 
but hearty expressions of their interest iu 
th(^ wor?;, and the service closed. 

The evening meeting was thronged with 
eager listoners, who gave tlio clo.^eat at- 
teution to the preacher, Rev. ,1, C. Baker, 
as he touchingly unfolded tho lines of the 
thought suggested by his text, Ist Petor, 
1:11. A final appeal for money was made 
by tho irresistible Henry, and such was 
the noble response chat tiio entire indebt- 
ednesB upon both the church proper and 
the school room to bo erected immediate- 
ly was cleared off, and smiles .of real joy 
wreathed the countenances of everyone 
present, as their highest hopes were more 
than realized. A new application thus 
attaches to the words of the scripture; 
"Thia day shall be unto you for a memo- 
rial." 

Some facts regarding thia edifice may 
be of interest. As one approaches, it ap- 
pears to be of a unique and striking do- 
sign, 45x15 feet, with gables facing Her- 
ald and Douglf.s streets, and in front a 
towor 9 feet square placed diagonally, and 
surmonnted-by'a tpwtir reaching a height 
of 65 feet. Passing through' the main en- 
trance, the platforms for preacher and 
choir appear diagonally opposite, tasteful- 
ly furnished, tho choir platform being just 
behind and a few inches higher than tho 
pulpit platform, both dosoribing arcs of 
circles ; underneath tne main platform is 
a briolt baptisory 6x10 foot, The powa 
describe circles, converging towards tho 
pulpit, seating about 300, and oconomiz- 
in!5 space. By day the room is lighted by 
ten oblong windows, and at night bya large 
gaaalier pendant from centre, the platforms 
being lightod by additional gas jets. Soon 
the seats will bo upholatercd, the aisles 
carpeted and the necessary finishing 
touches added. 

Tho school room, 20x30 feel, is being 
erooted, and tho whole finally completed 
will form one of the most convenient qnd 
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attractive places of worship on the Pacific 
coast. The total cost (exclusive of furn- 
ishings) is estimated at §3800. This in- 
debtedness baa been met as follows: Sub- 
scription in"tlie maTitime provinces S700; 
previously collujted in tho city, $1375; 
gift from America H. M. Soc. , §500; 
recaived on dedication day §1243.05
